UNCLE JOE CANNON'S SORROW 


U 


NCLE JOE CANNON, speaker of the national house 


of representatives and stand-patter extraordinary, 


is a -worried man. He made a trip to Washington lately 
and, according to the Post, his first hard work there was a 
perusal of the treaty with Panama and the law authoriz- 
ing the construction of the canal. Then he said: 


"I <3o not know that I have any message to the public 


touching the construction of the Panama canal. My rec- 
ollection is that the act of 1902 authorizes the president to 
construct the Panama canal, and .to acquire and operate 
the Panama railway, and it especially authorizes him to 
enter into the necessary contracts to accomplish the work. 
My recollection is that the authority of the president in tap 
premises Is plenary." 


Later on in the discussion the question of the purchase 


of ships and supplies for the canal, "Uncle Joe" said: •! 
take it for granted that all the supplies needed should be, 
and -will be, product of our own labor wherever prac- 
ticable." 


Naturally, "Uncle Joe^' in common with other friends 


of the protected interests, is alarmed by the announcement 
that millions of the canal money are to be spent abroad 
because the president declines to permit the government to 
rob itself by means of the tariff wall on which the trusts 
are fattening. It gives the president a splendid opportun- 
ity to accomplish three things; First, it will save the gov- 
ernment money; second, it will deliver a blow at the trusts 
which hoped to corral the canal money; and third, it will 
emphasize the need for tariff revision. 


Evidently. ' Uncle Joe" got scant comfort from the doc- 


uments in the case. 
He discovered the president has 


"plenary authority" and is therefore out of reach, unless 
congress amends the law to compel the purcahse of all 
supplies at home. 


And what a bally old row that would stir up! The pas- 


sage of a law to loot to the extent of millions the already 
sadly depleted treasury by forcing the government to pay 
the extortionate prices charged by the protected interests 
at home would be a tariff revision argument that the 
stand-patters could not answer though they talked them- 
selves black in the face. 


A writer in the Post is undoubtedly right when he says: 


"Be sure that will not be done. The stand-patter is a good 
many things, but he is no fool, and he knows that sucn 
a law as that would be a severer blow to excessive duties 
than all the logic of all the free traders from Adam Smith 
to Hoke Smith. 


IVuly, these be troublous days for the stand-patters 


and their protected friends. The latter, if they would 
share in the distribution of the canal money, must comn 
down to the prices charged abroad and that will hurt. 


It looks as if the president had all the best of the sit- 


uation and, with all talk of his future candidacy definitely 
put to rest by his own words, he is impregnable. That he 
will utilize every advantage presented by the situation 's 
not to be doubted, and "Uncle Joe's" perplexity has abun- 
dant justification. — S. L. Herald. 


WHERE THE MONEY COMES FROM 


T 


HE interview published ir. The Journal with Mr. Hut- 


ton, late of Shanghai, a day or two ago is procf con- 


firmatory of what The Journal has all along contended— 
that the newspaper accounts fiom the seat of war have 
been guilty of gross injustice to Russia—have been noch- 
ing more that "cooked-up" narratives intended to show 
that Russia has been getting far the worst of it, and that 
Japan was winning in a walk. 


The motii-e of this is obvious. In modern warfare mon- 


ey is a greater factor than ever before. If Russia could 
be shown to be a sure loser, her credit might thereby be 
destroyed and her ruin assured. If Japan could be made 
out an inevitable winner, her somewhat shaky finances 
might be placed upon a firmer basis and her prospects of 
winning greatly increased. 


Japan is a poor country, and it is unlikely that \he 


nioney for the purchase of newspapers and newspapermen 
comes from her. On the other hand it Is almost a certainty 
that England is supplying the, sinews of war in this direc- 
tion. England has been using Japan to pull her chestnuts 
out of the fire, and while the wily Briton is chary about 
the spilling of his blood, he always has gold to spare for 
the furtherance of his purposes. England Is a commercial 
nation and has found out not only that money talks, but 
that money fights as well. 


It was English gold that bought the body of Jban of 


Arc, and the verdict of the judges that condemned her to 
death by the flames. 


It was the same agency that purchased the assassin 


who stabbed Prince Evan, of Wales, the last rightful 
claimant of the throne of his country. 


It was from the coffers of Elizabeth that came the coin 


that maintained civil war in France for nearly forty years 
and almost split that nation in twain. 


It was Crormvellian coin that purchased the poison that 


sapped the life of Owen Roe O'Neill and ended the last 
important rebellion in Ireland. 


It was gold that hired the Hessians in her war against 


our own country from 1775 to 1781 and again that incited 
the savages to outrage and murder in our war of 1812. 


It was gold supplied by the younger Pitt that kept alive 


the warfare against Napoleon and led to "Waterloo in 1815. 


And there is more than a suspicion that British com 


was one of the agencies that kept the Confederacy afloat 
from 1861 to 1S65 and greatly prolonged that dreadful 
strife. 


This is the record of England's gold in warfare and 


bloodshed by assassination. Incidents like the purchase 
of the liberties of Scotland and Ireland by the acts of 
union in 1707 and 1801 are too common for repetition. 


Is it too much to believe that the lying reports of 


purchased press correspondents, so damaging to the pres- 
tige and financial standing of Russia, are attributable to 
the same insidious agency? 


If so, what can we believe from history?
